THE THIRD-TERM LETTER. 
VARIOUS OPINIONS CONCERNING IT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Wasurngton, D. C., May 31.—The President's 
letter has been the sensational feature of the 
day. Those who ire unfriendly to the President 
have it that the third-term sensation is not yet 
ended, and that. the letter is in itself a bid 
for the nomination. A few of those who have 


stood very near to the President say that the 


letter is more likely than anything else to bring 
the President prominently before the people for 
renomination; but the persons who hold these 
views are the rare exceptions. It is noticeable 
to-day that manyof the Government officials 
who have been privately known to be opposed to 
the third term, and who have considered it wise 
hitherto to be silent, are very outspoken to-day 
in their indorsement of this letter, which they 
claim is a manly declaration of the fact that the 
President never has been a candidate for nomi- 
nation, One or two of the Cabinet officers who 
speak about the letter say that, had they been 


| personally consulted, they should have suggest- 


ed a modification of the phraseology, and some 
amendments, but the President generally 
writes his own letters, and certainly 
did this one. The orignal draft of the 
letter from which all the presse copies 
were prepared d in the Presidents own 
bands, and from itself shows that it was en- 
tirely the Presidents work. Secretary Delano 
says of the letter that it is a complete answer to 
the attacks of the President s adversaries, and 
will do much to strengthen and reunite the Re- 
publican y. Senator West, just arrived, who 
is typical of that class of Sonthern politicians 
wbo were among the first to indorse the sugges- 
tion of a third-term candidscy, says: I thinkitisa 
fair, square, and manly letter. The Opposition 
may condemn its phraseology, but I think that 
the sentence in which he suggests a possible con- 
tingency when his renomination might be neces- 
sary, is patriotic and wise.

THE THIRD TERM. 
The letter of the President to the Chair- 
man of the Pennsylvania Republican State 
Convention on the subject of the third term 
is just what might have been expected of a 
man of his good sense, and of his practical and 
direct mode of looking at all questions. He 
takes the rational view of the matter which 
has been presented in Tux Turnen on se- 
eral occasions. He says, substantially: 
1. That Presidents do not elect themselves, 
and cannot if they would. 
2. The people elect Presidents, and do so 
without asking the permission of the Presi- 
dent in office, or of any power or persons. 
3. That he was not a candidate for the first 
term, and would not have consented to be a 


| candidate, giving up the high office created 


for him, except upon the earnest assurance 
that the people wanted ‘and needed his ser- 
vices. 

4. He was not a candidate for the second 
was tendered him tinanimously by the Con- 
vention, and accepted only because assured 
that his candidacy was of urgent necessity. 
5. He is not a candidate fora third term, 
nor would he accept a nomination if ten- 
dered, unless under the improbable circum- 
stances that to do so was an imperative neces- 
nity. 

The President therefore considers, and very 
righfully, that it is no part of his duty to 
write a word to influence the people one way 
or the other u a matter which is exola- 
sively in their own hands, 

The Constitution is silent upon the number 
of terms to which a President may be elect- 
ed; political conventions cannot by resolu- 
tion add to or take from the letter of the 
Constitution. Under the Constitution, the 
people are unresfricted in the choice of a 
President, and may re-elect an incumbent as 
often as they please. They can only be de- 
prived of that liberty of choice by a consti- 
tutioual amendment defining the number of 
terms to which a President may be eligible, 
The amendment of the Constitution in this 
respect must be the work of the whole people, 
and not merely of one party. Until such 
amendment be adopted, the people are just 
as free to elect the same person as many 
terms as they think it proper to do so as they 
are to make a choice between individuals. In 
short, they are wholly unrestricted in the 
matter of electing Presidents. Gen. Grant, 
who has been elected twice by the people 
withont any solicitation or effort on his part, 
properly abstains from any word or sugges- 
tion to the people ds to their future choice, 
and is especially careful to abstain from any 
word intended to limit or restrict them in 
the fullest and freest exercise of their exclu- 
sive privilege. : 
Having thus carefully defined his own 
position, having distinctly announced that he 
was not and had never been a candidate seek- 
ing an election for a third term, and thus re- 
lieved himself of all suspicion of personal or 
selfish motive in’ the matter, he frankly ex- 
presses the opinion which has been expressed 
by many of the statesmen of the country at 
earlier periods of the nation’s history, that

THE THIEVES AND CONFIDENCE-MEN. 

It is a notorions fact that ever since the 
present Administration of the City Govern- 
ment was inaugurated Chicago has been in- 
fested with gamblers, bunko and monte men, 
confidence operators, and thieves of every 
description. It was the misfortune of Chi- 
cago that the success of the so-called People’s 
Party was construed as a license to those 
classes which live upon the vices and pas- 
sions of large communities, and it had no 
sooner been announced than the vicious and 
depraved classes rushed to Chicago from 
alt the cities in the country, where vigi- 
lant prosecution had made their lawless 
practices perilous to their personal safo- 
ty. This impression might have been re- 
moved, and the influx of the thieves and 
gamblers arrested, if prompt measures had 
been taken by the Mayor and police authori- 
ties to harass them and drive them out. No 
such steps were taken, and the result is well 
known to every observer. Gaming-houses 
are run openly and without restraint. There 
are bunko-rooms on almost every block in 
the centre of the city. There are several 
notorious saloons where these classes make 
their headquarters. The number of car- 
thieves and burglars have increased at least 
two-fold. 

It has been charged that there must be 
some bond of sympathy between the police 
and the vicious classes, or else the bold 
operations, of the latter would have 
been checked long ago, and the opera- 
tors driven out of the city. A 
couple of incidents are reported which 
give strong confirniation to thischarge. It is 
well. known that the bunko-men and 
confidence operators have an organization, 
and are bossed by a notorious gambler 
who undertakes, in consideration of a royalty 
on their stealings, to bail them when they are 
arrested and defend them when they are 
prosecuted. Some time ago a gentleman 
having an office in a Dearborn street building 
undertook to break up a bunko establishment 
that had been started In the same building.

The po- 
liceman was soon on the spot, and 
the gentleman was pointing out to him the 
bunko-den, when this boss ” gambler afore- 
said’ came into the room and asked the occa- 
sion of summoning an officer.

It is be- 
lieved that these two incidents are samples of 
daily occurrence; and, if so, they fully war-

FIRES AND INSURANCE.

‘We have been 
lectured upon our carelessness and our reck- 
lesaness; upon our Mansard roofs and our 
wooden cornices; and upon the inefficiency 
of our Fire Department and the insufficiency 
of its equipment. We have had Gen. Smarzs 
quartered upon us, and came near having the 
infliction of his expensive but elegant and 
ornamental reforms. We have had our losses 
fung in our face. We have had to endure 
the enmity and jealousy of New York be- 
cause our merchants have imported for them- 
selves instead of buying in that city. The 
insurance companies have stormed and threat- 
ened, withdrawn agencies and withdrawn 
capital, and prescribed the. most rigid de- 
mands, and the faster Chicago has tried to 
meet these demands the more violent and 
virulent have been the attacks made upon 
her, until at last it seemed as if Chicago were 
the only city in this country exposed to fire. 

A few figures will demonstrate the injustice 
of this conduct, both upon the part of the 
press and of the insurance companies. They 
will show that other cities are equally ex- 
posed, and that, while there have been numer- 
rous great fires since the ist of last January, 
Chicago has not contributed more than other 
places to the sum total of losses. It would 
be impossible to record all the minor fires 
which have happened during the past five 
months, but the following in a correct list of 
those which have involved a loss of $200,000 
and upwards: January—Partial destruction 
of Orangeburg, 8. C., $200,000; tobacco 
warehouses at Baltimore, Md., $350,000 ; 
crockery warehouse in New York, $200,000 ; 
iron works at Canton, Mass., $250,000; fire 
at Rutland, Vt., $200,000. February—Buzsi- 
ness block in Buffalo, N. I., $350,000 ; busi- 
ness blocks in Hartford, Conn., $250,000 ; 
Wanw’s glue works, Chicago, $400,000; loco- 
motive works at Scranton, Pa., $500,000. 
March—Lantern factory in New York, 
$200,000. April—Warehouses in New York, 
$320,000 ; cotton fire at Charlotte, N. C. 
$250,000 ; the Oshkosh conflagration, $2,000,- 
000; Win furniture factory, Detroit, Mich., 
$300,000; tannery in Port Leyden, N. I., 
$200,000. May—Carpet mills, Brooklyn, N. L., 
$500,000 ; the recent Pennsylvania fires, $3,- 
000,000; business block at Worcester, Mass., 
$268,000; fire at St. Jofins, N. B., $250,000 ; 
business houses in Springfield, Mass., $500,- 
000. Here is a total loss of $9,983,000 from 
the large conflagrations alone, which amount 
will be swelled by many millions more from 
the smaller fires, very evenly distributed 
throughout the country, which the insurance 
companies have been called upon to meet. 
They certainly involve some very useful les- 
sons for these companies, and invite criticism 
as to their management. We do Hot observe, 
however, that they have led to any increase 
of caution in taking risks, or that the com- 
panies have manifested any uneasiness over 
these unusual losses, or that they are at all 
anxious as to the future, which is to say the 
least very remarkable. There has not been a 
time for years when fires have been so abun- 
dant and so destructive as during the past five 
monfhs, and almost every day’s news of late 
has been“ characterized by some terrible con- 
flagration. In view of the fact, therefore, 
that all this destruction causes no anxiety at 
all upon the part of the insurance companies, 
we are at a loss to understand why 
these companies discrimipate against Chi- 
cago, and why Chicago is constantly com- 
manded to do this and do that upon pain of 
losing her insurance capital. How is it that 
the insurance companies never grow uneasy 
at firgs elsewhere, even when they are com- 
ing thick and fast, and start up in alarm 
every time a fire-bell strikes in Chicago, 
although there is not another city in the 
country so well protected against fire as Chi- 
cago is now, and not another city in the 
eduntry doing anything to secure itself, while 
Chicago every month is assurance 
(and insuranee, too,) doubly sure? How is it 
that, when the New York Commissioner of 
Rates and Surveys reports that of the sixty- 
nine hotels in that city not one is secure, but 
that every one is a fire-trap, the insurance 
companies pay no heed to it, and the hotel- 
owners refuse to make the necessary cor- 
rections upon the plea that they can get 
plenty of insurance, and leave things as they 
are? These are questions which deserve an 
answer. If they are not answered, then the 
insurance companies and the Eastern press 
ought in common decency to let Chicago 
alone. 
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We have received a wail from d Second Ad-

It is no part of the func- 
tions of the General Government to admin- 
ister poor-relief on a gigantic scale or on 
any scale, but it has been foolishly support- 
ing alot of paupers for many years. And 
these paupers are worse than worthless, for 
they are professional murderers for about four 
months out of the twelve. If we now aban- 
don the delusion that lies at the base of this 
nonsense, and recognize the fact that there is 
no such thing as an Indian title” to land 
within our limits, we shall have taken a great 
step towards a common-sense treatment of 4 
matter now pregnant with evil. Any Indian 
who is willing to abandon savagery can pre- 
empt enough land to support himself amd 
his family. The most exact justice 
cannot ask for more than this, as 
far as land is concerned. No white man has 
greater privileges. The United States, ex- 
cept where it 1s fettered by treaty-stipula- 
tions, should reassume control of the terri- 
tory it has foolishly suffered the Indians to 
imagine they own. The jurisdiction of the 
United States Courts should be extended to 
the Indians. When a white man commits a 
crime, he is tried for it and punished. Isa 
copper-colored gkin so much superior to a 
white that its owner rises above the laws 
of his country? Hitherto, the Indians have 
been treated as if they were better than the 
whites, This sort of folly has gone too far. 
If wos treat them as equals, we are magnani- 
mous. If Rep Oxoun, and Seuaw-Scarrzs, 
and Bapy-Branrvzs, and the rest, wish to live, 
let them work.

ENGLAND'S INTERVENTION. 

Lowpon, May 31.—In the House of Lords this 
evening, Earl Russell asked that the corre- 
spondence between Great Britain and the Conti? 
nental Powers, arising out of the recent war 
alarm, be laid before the House, 

The Earl of Derby replied that he sympa- 
thized with the curiosity of ‘those who had 
watched the course of foreign affairs during the 
last few weeks. The Government desired to 
conceal nothing it had done, but it would be im- 
possible to give 4 fair account with- 
out largely using confidential commuznpica- 
tions relating to the policy and opinions 
of otber Governmenta who would object to 
such disclosure. The publication of these com- 
munications would prevent English diplomatists 
from receiving i,formation in future, and to 
submit a mutilated correspondence might mis- 
lead the House. The causes of the dispute were 
liable to recur, therefore it was not desirable, in 
the interests of peace, to give publicity to the 
details of the contfoversy. 

Lord Derby then proceeded to state that per- 
sons highest in authority in Berlin of late opea- 
ly declared that tue French army had become a 
source of danger to Germany, because its 
magnitude showed a determination on the part of 
France to renew the war, that Germany, in self- 
defense, might feel impelled to strike the first 
blow to secure peace, and that it was necessary 
that the French army should be considerably re- 
duced. This language, reported by German 
representatives here and elsewhere, created ex- 
treme uneasiness in France, The French Gov- 

ument immediately declined all wariike inten- 

ons. Lord Derby said he accepted: this decia- 
ration as entiiely sincere. He bel.eved no 
Statesman in Fraue contemplated a re- 
newal of the war. France, ‘after. her 
bumiliations, uaturally desired to have 
an army which would give her the ipfiuence to 
which she considered berself entitled. One of 
the difficulties was that the French were unabie 
to conceive that the Germanapprebensions were 
genuine. They regarded the representations 
made by Germany as a pretext for a fresh war. 
It seemed to Her Majesty's Government that 
there was a mutual misunderstanding which 
might lead to grave gy „ ony for Ger- 
many’s next step might have maformal re- 
quest for France to discontinue her armanent, 
while France, on the other hand, would 
probably hasten it, and thereby confirm 
the suspicions of Germany. The existence of 
this mutual distrust afforded a good opportunity 
to offer the friendly offices of England. The 
Russian Government saw things in the same 
light, and the visit of the Emperor Alexander to 
Berlin supplied the means of supporting Eu- 
gland's representations. 

Lord Derby conciuded by declaring that Eu- 
gland had done her duty without sacrifices, 
past, present, or prospective. She had entered 
into no emgagements and made no pledges, but 
the policy of non-intervention did not mean 
isolation or indifference to the peace of Europe.

COMMISSIONER BUBDICK 
said that his flrat idea on the subject was that 
the county would concur, but after studying the 
arder of the Council be had changed bis wind. 
He had come to think that the Council had erred 
im leaving out that portion of the report fixing 
the amount of compensation to be the 
architecta. The appointing of a Committee by 
the Council to consider this question partially 
overcame this objection, but still the question of 
the number of Architects to be employed was 
open, and, in his opinion, there should be three 
architects employed. 
THE NUMBEB OF ARCHITECTS. 

Commissioner Clough seid that be was not 
able fully to tell what the opinion of the County 
Board was in the matter, bub he was satisfied 
thata majority of the Oounty Board hold the 
same reasons for appointing three instead of 
two architects as they did when they decided the 
question. His own opinion was that one re- 
sponsible architect ought to be employed, but 
failing in this he thought that the number should 
be three. 

Ald, Coey was also in favor of one architect, 
but would prefer baving three to two, as with 
the latter number there might be wrangles 
which it would be very difficult to settle. 

Commigsioner Olougb expressed his opinion 
that, whatever action might be taken in the fu- 
ture by the Council or County Board, the amount 
of compensation ought to be finally and irrevoc- 
ablv fixed before the election took place.
